The Rinderpest BIlL,

The bill to amend sn act to prevent the spread
of foreign disease amongst the cattle of the
United Btates, approved in December last, has
passed hoth Houses, and having been signed by
the President, is now @ law. Its provisions are
as follows:—

That the Imwortation of deat cattle and the
hides of neat cattle from any foreign country
into the United Btates is hereby prohibited,
provided that the prahivition shall be suspsnded
ns to any forelgn country or countries, or any
part of such country or countries, whenever the
Secretary of the Treasury shall officially deter-
mine, snd give public notice thereof, that such
importadon will wot tend te the introduction
or spread of contagious eor infeotions dmeases
amongst catile in the United States;and the
Beoretary of the Treasury ia hereby nuthorized
and empowered, and it shall be his duty, to
winko #ll necessiry orders and regulations o
carry this Iawinto effect or to suspend the same,
as heteln provided, and to send coples thereof
to the proper officers in the United States, and
to such officers and agents of the United States
in foreign countries as he shall judge necessary,

The second secuon provides that the Presi-
dent of the United States, whenover in his judg-
ment the imporiation of neat cattle or the hides
of ‘neat eattle may be made without danger of
the introduction or spread of contaglous or in-
fuctious disease amongt the cattle of the United
States, may by proclamation declare the provi
slons of this act to be inoperativé, and the same
#hall be afterwards inoperative sod ol no effect
from aod after thirty days from the date of such
proolamation,

The second section provides that any person
convicted of a wiltul violation of any of the
provisions of this’ act shall be punighed by a
fine not exceeding five hunared dollare, or
in.prisonment not exceeding one year, or by
both, at the disoretion of the Court.

Evidence Reguired.

The Second Controller of the Treasury has o
structed the Bscond Auditor to reguire ot all
clafmants for arears ol pay or Lounty for de-
etased soldiers of foreign birth, and who repre-
eent themselves as only brothers, sisters, or
widows of the deceased, duly authenticated evi-
dence from the gemealogical tables of thelr
notive place, belore their claims be allowed.

Buit Against Goneral Mussey,

The District Attormey for this District has been
ordered by the Trewsury Department fo com-
mence an action against Crigadier-General R. D.
Mussey, late Private Secrotary to President
Johukon, to recover the sum of $25,000, which,
it is'alleged, was abstracted from the sum ad-
vanced ‘him for recruiting, and for which, it is
cldimed, he has failed to account,

Cemtral Pacific Rallrond Bounds,

In porsuance of the report' of the Commis-
gioners and Chilef Engineer of the Central Pact-
fic Railroad ol Calilornia, the Boliciter of the
